HOLLYWOOD (NEA) 


John Wayne has been in the motion picture business more 


than 30 years and has appeared in some 200 films. But now, 
as he stars in Howard Hawks' "El Dorado," he is as enthusi- 
astic as he ever was. 


He is always there, when he's needed, with his lines memor- 


ized. He shows the other actors little tricks—how to fall, for 
example. He kids around with the cast and crew. And he 
seems to look and act as well as ever. 


"I feel fine," he says. Part of one lung was removed In an 


operation for cancer a little more than a year ago. "You 
know, we only use 80 per cent of the capacity of our lungs 
anyhow, so maybe I'm down to 75 per cent now. 


"I think the best thing for me was to do that picture—'The 


Sons of Katie Elder'—a few months after the operation. We 
did that in Durango, Mexico—at an elevation of 8,500 feet. 
It was good for me, that experience." 


WAYNE, WITH ALL THE PICTURES he's done, believes 


that he knows how the audience wants to see him. 


"The audience," he says, "wants to sec a manly man." 
And so he is careful about the parts he chooses. He thinks 


he can place himself in the minds of his fans and figure out 
if they would or would not like to see him in certain parts. 


"Many people say," Wayne says, "that I've only played one 


part, but that's not true. I've played many different kinds 
of parts, but there is one thing that is always the same. The 
character I play must live by a code. 


"It's all right to surprise the audience, but you shouldn't 


try to fool them. People see me on the screen and they know 
they won't be fooled—they have a head start in understand- 
ing the character and they know a little about what to expect." 


He points to Robert Montgomery as one actor who fooled 


the public—in "Night Must Fall"—by playing a madman, 
after they had come to expect him to be something entirely 
different. 


"He won an Oscar for it," Wayne says, "but he lost a 


career." 


WAYNE SAYS THAT HE'LL PLAY HEAVIES—as he did in 


"Red River"—as long as the heavy lives by a code which is, 
to the audience, understandable. He'd never play a madman, 
however. 


"I'd be a heavy any time," he says, "as long as I was only 


mean and not petty or small. That's the difference." 


This theory has evolved slowly, through trial and error. 


At first, he says, he wondered if he'd make it in movies. 


"When I was young, I used to see these sharp guys—guys 


snapping their fingers, making wisecracks, with their shoes 
shined so nicely—and I'd think I'd never get anywhere in 
this business. But I think I had one thing going for me—the 
audience could identify with me." 


PEOPLE OFTEN WONDER if another John Wayne will 


ever come along. Wayne himself thinks there are plenty of 
promising younger actors. 


"That kid Chuck Connors," he says, "Is good, and he'd be 


even better in movies where they took more time. And you 
couldn't want more of a personality than Steve McQueen has." 


Wayne has no thought of stepping down, or even slowing 


down. Activity agrees with him. But nowadays he knows 
what he wants, and he holds out for it. 


"When you're young," he says, "and you do that, they call 


you a man of principles. But when you get older, then they 
say you're opinionated and cantankerous. Well, I'm opinion 
ated as hell these days."

Lull But No 
Slowdown in 
V. Nam War

War, 
peace, politics and civil 


rights, often entwined, dominat- 
ed the news of the world over 
the weekend. 


A relative lull developed in 


the fighting in Viet Nam but 
there was no slowdown in the 
U.S. 
peace offensive. Secretary 


of State Dean Rusk and Ambas- 
sador 
W. Averell Harriman 


talked with South Vietnamese 
Premier Nguyen Cao Ky in Sai- 
gon. 
Rusk then flew to Manila 


for talks with Philippine leaders 
before his return to the United 
States. Rusk and Ky said in a 
communique they saw no indi- 
cations that North Viet Nam 
was ready to take concrete 
steps toward peace. Meanwhile, 
rumors of a 
possible coup 


against Ky heightened tension 
in Saigon. 


Elsewhere, Japan and Italy 


pushed forward the peace drive, 
and Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey disclosed that he and 
Soviet Premier Alexei N. Rosy- 
gin talked in New Delhi of "the 
whole scope of affairs in this 
troubled world." 


Pope Paul VI also appealed 


anew for peace, praying for ne- 
gotiations to end the war as he 
addressed a crowd in St. Peter's 
Square, Vatican City. But Com- 
munist party leader Leonid T 
Brezhnev in a speech pledged 
"ever-growing 
assistance" to 


North Viet Nam. And North Viet 
Nam again claimed the U.S. 
quest for peace was a smoke 
screen for enlarging the war. 


In Nigeria, mutinous elements 


of the army staged a coup and a 
military officer emerged as the 
temporary strongman. He is 
Maj. 
Gen, Aguiyl Irons.! Ironsi 


announced the suspension of 
major provisions of the Nige- 
rian constitution and called for 
the formation of an interim mil- 
itary government in the British 
Commonwealth country. 


Previous reports said that the 


civilian government had re- 
gained control within 24 hours. 
The Nigerian prime minister, 
Sir Abubaker Tafawa Balewa, 
and his finance minister, Chief 
Festus Okotie Eboh, were still 
missing amid reports that they 
had been kidnaped by the mili- 
tary rebels. 


Labor and politics got mixed 


m a war of words over the price 
of subway peace. While New 
Yorkers rode happily again aft- 
er a J2-day transit strike, Presi- 
dent Johnson said he felt the 
strike settlement price was too 
mgh. Republican Mayor John V. 
L-ndsay defended the settlement 
and suggested that Secretary of 
Labor W. Willard Wirtz knew 
ft? fa$ better than Johnson. 
Then Wirtz agreed wjth John- 
son. 


Civil rights and politics were 


another mixture, with a battle 
boilmg over into the streets of 
Atlanta, Ga. Supporters of Juli- 
us Bond, a Negro denied his 
seat m the Georgia Legislature 
because of his anti-Viet Nam 
war stand, rallied at the state 
Capitol, led by Dr. Martin Lu- 
ther King Jr. About 50 demon- 
strators stormed state police.

Wednesday when a House De- 
fense Appropriations 
subcom- 


mittee will hear Secretary of 
Defense Robert S. McNamara 
explain the money needs of the 
military. 


McNamara's testimony will 


be keyed to a presidential re- 
quest for $12.76 billion in emer- 
gency funds, exclusive of the 
$57.1-billion defense budget for 
uscal 1967. 


The entire House Appropria- 


tions Committee will be given 
an over-all picture of budget 
and appropriation requirements 
next Monday, when the Budget 
Bureau and the Treasury De- 
partment present the case for 
the President. 


The 
12 subcommittees will 


settle down then to months of 
testimony on the 12 separate 
money bills which annually fi- 
nance the government. 


The usual cries of "too much" 


went up from Republicans Mon- 
day as Democrats commended 
the President for what they 
called a realistic approach to 
the government's fiscal prob- 
lems in his budget. 


"I have never seen a budget 


based on more tenuous revenue 
assumptions and with such little 
regard for the fiscal welfare of 
this nation," commented Rep. 
Frank T. Bow of Ohio, senior 
Republican on the House Ap- 
prpriations Committee. 


"Restraint 
is the dominant 


note," said Democrat George H. 
Mahon of Texas, chairman of 
the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee. 


Bow did not dispute Mahon's 


estimate that there would be 
little disagreement over about 
90 per cent of the budget. The 
area of disagreement will be the 
funding 
of controversial 
new 


"Great Society" programs. 


Exclusive of permanent ap- 


propriations for such things as 
interest on the national debt, the 
President wants Congress 
to 


make available about $106.3 bil- 
lion in new funds this year. 


Last year Congress appropri- 


ated $106 billion of the $110 bli- 
lion requested by the President. 
It may trim a little deeper this 
congressional 
election 
year 


since economy always has been 
a popular record for campaign 
purposes. 


Assessing the situation, relia- 


ble sources say that the govern- 
ment and the Viet Cong each 
control about one-quarter of the 
country.

The government foothold in

Government control is weak- 


est in the northernmost 
1st 


Army Corps area. In each prov- 
ince it is pretty much restricted 
to the capital plus varying-sized 
areas of surrounding country- 
side. U.S. Marines hold a beach- 
head at Chu Lai but no large 
population is involved. The oth- 
er Marine bases are at Da Nang 
and just south of the old imperi- 
al capital of Hue. 


Several district towns besides 


Hiep Due and Minh Long have 
been abandoned in the past 18 
months and in others govern- 
ment forces are hanging on by 
their teeth. There is some fear 
that Quang Ngai Province, con- 
trolled by the Viet Minh during 
the French war and with strong 
separatist tendencies as well 
might turn from the Saigon gov- 
ernment. If this happened, the 
Viet Cong might move in and 
use this as a governmental base 
camp. But the difficulties and 
dangers in attempting to pull off 
such a coup are immense for 
the Communists. 


American and South Vietnam- 


ese hopes are pinned on expect- 
ed conventional military show- 
downs with the Viet Cong and 
North 
Vietnamese that 
will 


brighten the present picture. At 
present, the showdowns contin- 
ue largely to be when and where 
I,M- Communists want them 
Military sources say there is 
little prospect that the situation 
will change, given the nature of 
a guerrilla war.

Skiing with speed among 


the moguls can be as much 
fun as anything in skiing if 
the skier will make the ter- 
rain variables work for him. 


A mogul is not, as the dic- 


tionary says, a great person- 
age. In skiing parlance, it's a 
bump on a slope. The skier 
must resist the temptation to 
fight and struggle 
through 


the bumps. 


Once he is doing good stem 


Christies or parallel turns, the 


skier must make his turns 
against the cup-shaped uphill 
side of the moguls, banking 
high up on the faces of the 
opposing bumps, much as a 
bobsled banks high against 
the walls of the bobsled run. 


On the top of a mogul 


there is only one point of 
friction, under the sole of the 
skis and boots. Therefore, it's 
easiest to make your turns 
then, and you can play the 
moguls to your advantage. 


Except at very slow speeds, 


or as a ski school exercise, 
the skier must avoid sliding 
down the steep, downhill side 
of the mogul.

es, solemn demeanor and a slimness that

Rock Island, III., which went up to Evanston to play football 
for Northwestern. Joel was the receiver, Dick the passer, and 
Collier made All-Big 10 as end and captain of the Wildcats. 


He was especially adept at catching hooks and slants and 


turn-ins and square-outs, all the intricate maneuvers that 
require finesse and deliberate practice. He was a Raymond 
Berry type who compensated for physical deficiencies with 
dedication. 


In his own words, "I was a slow cat." Which, coming from 


Joel's lips, sounds a little like Everett Dirksen saying, "Cool 
it, baby." 


"I couldn't run fast enough for the pros,"' says Collier,

Joel is the one who carries those voluminous registers 
with ciphers and symbols that form the complex gobbledy- 
gook of football. "I was going to put in an IBM system," he 
says, "to tabulate tendencies and formation breakdowns. It's 
taken me three days every week to do it all in longhand." 


This thoroughness impressed owner Ralph Wilson. The 


players made it clear they wanted Collier, too. He won't ex- 
cite the natives, cither in personality or style. 


He represents the new cult of coaches. George Allen, who 


might be taking over the Rams, is out of the same school, too. 
Detail men. No rah rah. 


"I was a conservative defensive coach," nods Joel. "I didn't

Fulbright made his remarks 


after Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk explained the administra- 
tion's position at a three-hour 
closed committee session. 


Questioned by newsmen, Ful- 


brighl said he had mentioned 
his suggestions to Rusk, but the 
secretary "doesn't agree.' 


A Republican member of Ful- 


bright's committee, Sen. 
Clif- 


ford P. Case of New Jersey, 
said he didn't believe that rec- 
ognition of the Viet Cong was a 
major factor. 


Case told a reporter, "I as- 


sume from what the President 
said that our position is flexible 
enough to make it not a major 
factor in the discussions or af- 
fecting the possibility of nego- 
tiations and that it is one of 
those things that is not wrong to 
leave to the judgment of the 
people in the executive branch." 


Case r e f e r r e d to President 


Johnson's Stale of the Union 
address nearly two weeks ago. 
The President said the United
